No one seems sure e what his 
views on the issues are — simply 
because he has been so publicly 
quiet since Kennedy made him 
deputy attorney geeral last year. 


Before then he was just a Col­ 
orado lawyer, known best for his 
brilliant scholastic record and as I 
an All-America football player in 
the 1930s. He was a big Kennedy 
booster in the I960 campaign. 


Here an* some figures to set 
White against in the long history; 
of Supreme Court justices, going 
back to the beginning: 


At the time of their appointment 
their average age was almost 53. 
This puts White about midway be­ 
tween the youngest and the aver- 
ge- 


The youngest was Joseph Story, 
who was 32. Of the 93 justices in 
history, only two other 
justices 
were under 40 when appointed: 
William Johnson, 33, and Bushrod 
Washington. 36. 


All three were named in the 
earliest years of the court. Story, 
the last of them, was appointed 
in 1811. For the last 151 years, no 
one under 40 has been given a 
seat on the court 


Story was not only the youngest 
justice appointed, but served 34 
years. Others matched the 34-year 
mark, but no one topped it. 
Only 
nine of the 
93 
justices 
served 30 years or longer. Besides 
Story, they were (with the years 
served: John Marshall, 34; Ste­ 
phen J. Field, 34; John M. Har­ 
lan, 34; John McLean, 32; James 
M. Wayne, 32; Bushrod Washing­ 
ton, 31; William Johnson, 30, and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, 30. 
Charles Evans Hughes, named CITY 
chief justice by President Herbert 
Hoover in 
1930, was the oldest 
man ever appointed to the court. 
He was then 68. However, he had 
previously served on the court 
and resigned to run against Wool- 
row Wilson for the presidency in 
1916. 


Altogether 15 justices were in 
the 60s when appointed. 
At the time Justice Charles 
Evans 
Whittaker 
resigned 
last 
week only four — if Black’s very 
minor experience is excepted — 
of the nine justices had prior ex­ 
perience on the bench: 
Whiitaker. on the U.S. Court of 
Appeals; John M. Harlan (grand­ 
son of Justice Harlan who served 
34 years), on the U.S. Court of 
Appeals; William J. Brennan Jr. 
a former New Jersey court judge; 
and Potter Stewart, on the U.S. 
Court of Appeals. 
All four of them had fairly lim­ 
ited experience. 
Brennan, 
with 
seven years in the New Jersey 
courts, had the most.

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Now Come the Misgivings 


It has been our fixed conviction from the 
beginning of the current congressional ses­ 
sion that hearirgs and debate on a new 
L ade bill could cool off the red-hot prospect 
of the m ilennium prom ised by the breath­ 
less prophets of tie Kennedy adm inistration. 
There is no substitute for Congress in a 
situation 
like this. 
With senators 
looking 
after regional interests and representatives 
keeping an eye on local interests, defenders 
of the 
broad 
national 
interest have 
no 
chance to stay air borne. They are brought 
d iw n to earth by the facts of life. 
One of the facts of life we hadn't taken 
into consideration was reaction from abroad 
in the remote event the Kennedy adm inis­ 
tration 
made upw ard 
tariff 
adjustm ents 
while 
the bill was pending. The 
rem ote 
event now has become an im m ediate event. 


THE ADMINISTRATION, apparently in a 
bid for support from the glass and textile 
industries, has made upward adjustm ents 
in protective tariffs on carpeting and glass. 
Reaction from carpet and glass m anufactur­ 
ers abroad has been quick and violent. 
Tney don’t like the idea of this kind of U.S. 
protectionism and are in a mood to dem and 
sweeping retaliation. 
They have always been in a mood to re­ 
taliate, as a m atter of fact, and that has 
been the p r o b l e m . Protectionism was not in­ 
vented by the United States. It is, in fact, 
the declared motive of the European Com- 


mon M arket, which is an arrangement for 


stimulating 
a 
freer 
exchange of 
goods 
among nations living in economic coopera­ 
tion inside high exterior tariff walls. 


The purpose of a drastic reform in U.S. 
trade legislation at this tim e is to give the 
executive departm ent authority to seek and 
close deals to let United States goods get 
over the high tariff walls of the European 
Common M arket. 


It follows logically that the execution of 
this most necessary of all moves to keep a 
growing European Common Market from 
shoving the United States out of the trade 
picture will depend on the ability of the 
White House to make favorable deals. That 
will depend, in turn, on the inclination of 
Common M arket m em bers to make favor­ 
able deals. 


HOW WILL THEY react when it becomes 
necessary for the United States to clam p 
down on im ports—to mix a little bitter with 
the sweet? 


How are they reacting to the bright prom ­ 
ues of a millennium if the Kennedy adm in­ 
istration is given what it wants? 
The truth is that they alone can give the 
Kennedy adm inistration what it wants and 
that is the last thing on earth they worry 
about. 


They want the Kennedy administration to 
give them what they want. 


Something Made a difference 


A steel settlem ent without a prelude of 
b d ter rem arks and insults is so hard to 
im agine that everybody keeps waiting for a 
aour note in the sweet 1962 overture. 
Is this the sam e industry whose labor re­ 
lations have been so consistently bad they 
exploded as recently as 1959 in a 116-day 
strike that crippled the country and m ade 
it certain the governm ent never again would 
risk an industrial deadlock that could have 
political as well as economic effect? 
W hat happened? 
W hat m ade it possible for the 1962 con­ 
tract negotiations to get under way with no 
preliminary attacks on the good faith of 
both parties? 
What m ade it possible for the negotiators 
to m aintain harm ony long enough to reach 
the general term s of a new understanding 
three m onths before expiration of existing 
contracts? 
If this thing continues to run along as 
sm oothly as it has been running so far. the 
thousand and one difficult details of local 
agreem ents can be worked out at leisure be- 


for June 30, instead of under acute pres­ 
sure next sum m er. Steelworkers, mill man­ 
agers and people in steel towns who have 
learned what to expect ¡n years past are 
incredulous. 
How was all this brought about? What 
made the difference? 
Something m ore than the Kennedy admini­ 
stration’s decision to take the initiative in 
starting negotiations early and to demand a 
noninflationary pattern of settlement was 
involved. 
The obvious new factor in steel’s labor- 
m anagem ent 
relationship 
is 
the 
Human 
Relations Committee, established in the set­ 
tlem ent of the 1959 strike. Its purpose was 
to study and recommend solutions of mutual 
problems. 
This com m ittee was created to study wage 
adjustm ent, 
job 
classification, 
incentive 
pay and other mutual problems Something 
must have been done right. 
Did it take the most disastrous strike in 
history to bring the steel 
industry 
to 
its 
collective senses? 


A Place For Everybody 


After reading an ' open letter to the college 
graduates of 1962” by Secretary of Labor

Inside Labor

One afternoon some weeks ago 


a small group of men in John F. 


Kennedy's White House “ a p a rt­ 
m ent” held a $600 million conver­ 
sation 
—knock­ 
ed down 
from 
$1 billion. 
They w e r e 
the top execu­ 
tives of the n a­ 
tion’s 
l a b o r 
movement. On 
Friday, M arch 
9. their leader 
G eorge Meany 
had telephoned 
the President for an appointm ent. 
He said fine, come ofer Monday 
•fternoon. 


Shortly after they arrived and 
had 
run 
through 
the 
am iable 
am enities. John Kennedy said he 
did not think it quite fair for them 
to call him and his adm inistra­ 
tion "overly tim id” — which they 
had done a few weeks earler. One 
of the union chiefs I m ust drape in 
unaccustomed anonymity, grinned 
and respectfully asked: 


“ Would you prefer if we said 
that you were not bold enoughr>" 
Laughter. Some of it n o t. so 
hearty, but all very friendly. 


SOMEWHERE along the line the 


President said he did not think 
there would be a “ Kennedy de­ 
pression.” This was a sensitive 
moment. 
It had been 
reported 
that Mr. Labor, George Meany. 
had charged that this land was al­ 
ready in a “ Kennedy depression.” 
At that time the famed Kenne­ 
dy smile was among the missing. 
Labor Secretary A rthur Goldberg, 
at the President’s side, then ex­ 
plained that Mr 
Meany had sim ­ 
ply never invoked such a phrase. 


Mr. 
Goldberg, 
peacem aker pro 
tern, 
said 
that 
Meany actually 
had said that labor wanted to head 
off what might become known 
as a "Kennedy depression.” 


This was their mission in the 
White House that afternoon, they 
said. W alter Reuther, a statisti­ 
cian on the hoof or soft chair 
when needs be. said: “ Mr Presi­ 
dent, things are bad in D etroit 
There is 9 per cent unemploy­ 
m ent,” Reuther added, “ and the 
figure will rise to more than 11 
per cent 
in two m onths.” The 
President listened. 


Then steel leader Dave McDon­ 
ald said that the nation’s steel 
production now is at 85 per cent 
of capacity. Which is fine, he re­ 
m arked. but this high production 
is being whipped out by 125,000 
fewer men than in prevoius years, 


THERE WERE other figures re­ 
ported, especially by the AFL- 
CIO quiet spoken, intensely eru­ 
dite chief of research, Stanley 
Ruttenberg. 


It was all very gemutlich but 
there was no doubt that the sev- 
en-an labor delegation had come 
to complain. 


They said in effect that the $2 
billion “ trigger” program , which 
the President wants as a standby 
so he can pum p money into the 
economy if tim es go bad, is fine. 
But the labor men said it is 
being prepared for the next de­ 
pression. The President appeared 
quizzical. 


The labor leaders said the land 
has never come out of the 1960 
recession. They said the '60 reces­ 
sion had not really come out of 
the 1958 recession and that '58 
had not fully come out of early

dips. The> want the $2 billion to 
be released now for vast public 
works. 
They had wanted to sit down

there 
now are some 4Vi million jobless 
and some two million working part 
tim e. They want a vast capital 
construction program right now.

They want a program which 
will pump money into the econ­ 
omy 
through local

But

of 
in- 
c r e a s e s in 
lOUrly w a g e Dav'd Lawrence 
rates. For the steel industry’ is go­ 


ing to have to pay out approxi­ 


m ately $100 million per year in so- 


called fringe benefits. 


Also, in less than 12 months, the 
steel unions will be demanding an 
increase in wages, as they will 
have the right to reopen the con­ 
tract in July, 1963. 
Thus, 
whil« 
they forego a wage rise for the 
time being, they can insist upon it 
and bring about a strike, if they 
wish, a year from June 30. 


W henver a strike has b e e n 
averted for the time being, how­ 
ever, 
there’s 
a 
tendency 
to 
applaud. This time there already 
is an inclination to credit the ’Ken­ 
nedy adm inistration with a sub­ 
stantial achievement but this, un­ 
happily. is only a way to gloss 
over some unpleasant facts. 


The truth is that the steelwork­ 


e r s didn't get a wage increase this 
t,me for the same reason that the 
steel 
companies didn’t dare to 
raise their prices after the 1959- 
60 strike. Politics or White House 
pi ssure w asn’t the decisive fac­ 
tor. 


The better way to des< ribe what 
has just happened in the current 
negotiations is to say that the facts 
of economic 
life 
nave 
at 
last 
caught up with the wishful think­ 
ers. If the labor unions have learn­ 
ed a lesson, then 
real 
progress 
can be said to have been made. 
The facts show that neither the 
steel m anagem ents nor the labor 
unions have as much flexibility to­ 
day as they have had before. 


The steel companies face some 
stiff competition at home f r o m 
com parable 
products, 
and they 
face a continuing loss of m arkets 
to steelm akers abroad, who c a n 
ship, even to this country, and 
undersell American steel because 
wage costs are much lower in Eu­ 
rope than in America. 


The public was led to believe 
last autum n that the steel com­ 
panies didn’t raise prices just be­ 
cause the President asked them 
not to do so. Mr, Kennedy him ­ 
self would be the first, however, 
to concede that the main reason 
was 
that 
the 
steel 
companies 
couldn’t keep an important part of 
their m arkets if they raised prices. 
These sam e facts, of course, 
were ham m ered home currently 
to the steel union leaders, a n d 
Secretary Goldberg did play an 
influential part in convincing the 
unions that they had gone about 


THE UNFAVORABLE aspect of 
the whole situation, on the other 
hand, is on the employment side. 
Now that there is to be no strike, 
the artificial rise in steel produc­ 
tion, resulting from the recent in­ 
crease 
in 
inventories, 
will 
be 
ended. 
Production will go down again 
and hours of work will also be 
decreased. This is a penalty that 
grows out of the tactics of labor 
unions when they constantly de­ 
m and the m axim um in wages and 
threaten 
strikes. 
In 
1959 
they 
forced a big strike, the losses from 
which the workers will be unable 
for a long time to recover in their 
pay envelopes. 
There will be a good deal 
of 
gobbledygook 
heard, 
too, 
about 
how the new guidelines or stand­ 
ards of productivity have been fol­ 
lowed in the steel settlem ent now 
being made. 
The fact is that the cost of the 
fringe benefits will exceed current 
productivity gains, and the com­ 
panies will for a long time be try­ 
ing to absorb the 30-cents-an-hour 
increase — far above productivity 
— which was added to wage con­ 
tracts during the last three years. 
The adm inistration, of course, is 
promising the labor leaders that 
it will persuade the Common M ar­ 
ket countries in Europe to ad­ 
vance the!’- wage rates and thus 
lessen the cost deferential w i t h 
American 
steel 
products. But 
th at’s a long way off. 
In the meantime, the Europeans 
are at an advantage in at least 
20 per cent of the m arket for steel 
products in this country. Eventu­ 
ally, the steel workers will more 
and more feel this pmch. That ! 
why their leaders couldn’t justify 
dem ands for further increases in 
wages at th<s time. They saw the 
handwriting on the wall. 


HOW LONG the labor leaders 
will continue to be impressed by 
these stark facts doesn’t depend 
on the Kennedy administration’s 
prom ises but on whether these 
sam e union officials can hold their 
posts without winning substantial 
wage increases for their constitu­ 
ents in every new contract. 
The latest steel settlement has 
not solved the real problem — it 
has merely postponed the solution 
for about 12 months, when every­ 
one will take another look at the 
situation. 
If recovery is on at full swing 
by that time, there will be wage 
increases granted. If another re­ 
cession is on, there will be gloom 
in the tabor union ranks and may­ 
be some new leaders at the helm.

Home Core For the Sick Chiid 


If you face the problem of home 
care for the child with an infec­ 
tious disease, here are some sug­ 
gestions that may help your doc­ 
tor to carry the youngster through 
the illness with a minimum of in­ 
convenience. 
discomfort 
an d 
harm: 
If possible, isolate the child in 
the bedroom that’s nearest to the 
toilet. Try to keep the tempera­ 
ture of the room between 65 and 
70 degrees 
F 
Most 
persons 
breathe more freely, 
eat 
an d 
sleep better and feel generally 
more comfortable when the room 
to which they're confined is cool 
and well-ventilated. 
The overheated stuffy 
room 
adds to discomforts and contri­ 
butes to depression Contrary 
to 
popular beliefs, overheating does 
not prevent infection or compli­ 
cations. Nor does cool comfort in­ 
vite “colds” and other respiratory 
illnesses. 


PAY STRICT ATTENTION to 
personal hygiene. See that hands 
are scrubbed after visits 
to the 
toilet and again before 
meals. 
Rinse mouth and get rid of im­ 
pactions 
between 
t ee th after 
snacks as well as after 
regular 
feedings. 
Have 
the child chew 
gum to keep saliva flowing, 
es­ 
pecially if the diet is limited and 
the mouth is dried due to water 
loss from fever 
To encourage a morning evacu- 
atiun, give two glasses or cups of 
hot fluid on awakening (weak tea, 
decaffeinated coffee or half cof­ 
fee and half hot milk). If there is 
no response, add a teaspoonful of 
bicarbonate of soda to each glass 
or cup and repeat after an hour 
or so. 
Don't force the child to use a 
potty 
If necessary, carry it to 
toilet. 
Don't wear the child out with 


bed baths, sponges, etc. 
With 
’your doctor’s 
permission, 
carry 
the child to the tub and bathe 
and sponge while the youngster 
has a chance to sail the scrub­ 
bing brush or a toy. After 
the 
tub 
or 
sponge, dry thoroughly,1 
| wrap in a blanket and return to 
bed. Don’t worry about drafts or 
! "chilling.” If possible, 
freshen 
the bed and air the room before 
! the child returns. 
With your doctor’s permission, 
let the child sit up for meals and 
for a sunning if the day is bright. 
Or move to a chair at the window 
for a look-see at what’s going on 
in the neighborhood. There’s 
no 
rule that says a child must be 
confined strictly to bed because 
the temperature has hit a certain 
level. 


AFTER ESTIMATING the ap­ 
proximate differences 
between 
mouth and rectal temperatures, 
see if your doctor will let you re­ 
ly on the former after you have 
made the appropriate correction 
Unless your doctor gives 
con­ 
trary orders, offer the youngster 
‘ party foods,” such as 
sugared 


j cereals, griddle cakes or waffles 
| with honey or maple syrup, choc­ 
o late flavored milk, cocoa 
with 
whipped cream, bread or crackers 
with jam or peanut butter, sliced 
banana, ice cream with 
syrup, 
pudding 
with 
caram el 
sauce, 
, cookies, lollipops, 
hard 
candies 
and the favorite carbonated bev­ 
erage. 
Use radio and TV with discrim ­ 
ination. From schedules in 
your 
daily paper, select certain 
pro­ 
gram s for listening or 
viewing. 
Between selected programs, 
call 
an intermission. 
To be sure, you'll pass no m ir­ 
acles, but you may lighten 
the 
burdens that come to every house- 
; hold in the event of illness.

Bible scholars agree that the name of the Beloved 
Disciple’s mother was probably Salome. 
They base this belief on the fact that the passage m 
Mark XV .40, parallel to that quoted above, refers to her 
by that name. 
It is further conjectured on reliable grounds that she 
was probably the sister of Mary, the mother of Jesus. 
From the scanty account given of her in the Gospel 
narrative, it is evident that she, like her sons John and 
James, was a devoted follower of Jesus, who was present 
at the Crucifixion and assisted at His entombment. 
Matthew, in his Gospel (X X : 20) relates that on one 
occasion she came to Jesus with her two sons, “desiring 
a certain thing of him.” 
“And he said unto her. W hat wilt thou? She saith 
unto him, Grant that these my two sons may sit, the one 
on thy right hand, and the other on the left, in thy 
kingdom.” 
But Jesus told her: 
“Ye know not what ye ask. Are ye able to drink of 
the cup that I shall drink of, and to be baptized with
